Two Divisions of English
Soldiers En Route to Bul-
garia to Stop Advance of
Enemy Toward Turk City

Athens, Nov. b.—Two divisions of
British troops are en route from
Balonikl to Bulgaria. This means a
group of 40,000 to resist the advance
of the Teutons acrogs to Constanti-
nople,

Other forces are entraining.

By a short overland movement
they can enter Bulgaria near Strum-
nitza, or by continulng by rail they
can reach the eastern border near
the Aegean sea coast in the vicinity
of Xanthl. Inasmuch as the French
are already operating about Struom-
nitea, It is deemed more llkely the
British will go to that seotion.

It is believed the plan Is to divert
the Bulgarians from serbla by a for-
midable invasion. At the same time
it 1s surmised that the allies have ar-
ranged to have the Russiana strike

| the Bulgarians from the north. This

s seemingly borme out by news that
Roumania has refused the German
« . 4request to intern two Rusalan tm
pedo boats in the Danube. This at-|”
titude on the part of & nation already
designated as pro-ally, s assigned as
permission to the Russinns to cross
Roumania, because by a 160-mlile
Journey up the Danube the Russians
ean land in Bulgaria. It is thought
they will loge no time In taking ad-
vantage of this situation.

After the allled fleet has cleared
Dedeagatch and environs, on the
Aegean coast of Bulgaria, it Is be-
lleved the Anglo-French will land
there, Heavy bombardment proceeds.
Aviators are sigoalling the range.

Bulgarian forcea have moved in-
land, but are reported near enough
to realst a landing.

Peasants are throwing wup en-
trenchments and mounting guns
along the Greek frontier.

GERMAN SUBMARINE LOST

GEN. VILLAS TROOPS
ARE MARCHING ON
TOWARD NOGALES

Naco, Ariz., Nov, b.—~Thousands of
Villistas troops passed through Naco,
Bonora, just over the border from
here, today. They appeared to be
heading for Nogales. Many slightly
wounded men marched with them.
Only the very severaly wounded were
allowed to drop out and enter the
overorowded hospital, where condl-
tions are sald to be bad, The store
of loodstufts, belng distributed to
the troops, appeared undiminished.

Dr. Winship, of 8t. Louls, personal
physician of General Villa, was cared
for at the Immigration station to-
day,  He dashed aoross the line last
night acreaming that he was to be
executed, Winship reported 12 oth-
er Americans were held prisoner by
Villa. He was evidently suffering
from hunger and overwork.

Venizelos and his pro-wur sup-
porters will resent a dissolution
move. 8ix months ago such a move
would have been perfectly proper,
they admitted, because then there

Jhad been no expression of popular

opinion. Now, however, the nation
is on record as in favor of war,
through having elected a pro-war
chamber of deputies with Venizeloa|
at its head more than a month since.
Previons to that election, they sald
Constantine would have been entitled
to the bellef that the people preler-
red peace. Venizelos' election, how-
over, showed how the nation fell, say
the war advocates.

SEATTLE PLUMBER
KILLS 2 MEMBERS
OF HIS OWN FAMILY

{By Unlted Press Leased Wire,)

Seattle, Nov. 6.—George Rodberts,
456 years old, a plumber, living at
4237 Lucille street, at five o'clock

this morning killed two members of
his family and fatally wounded two
others and then shot himself through
the arm.

Belleved to have been affected by
marbld despondency, Roberts first
erushed his wife's head with a hand
ax as aho was lying in bed. He then
stepped Into an adjoining room and
struck his 16-year-old son, George,
on the head with the same instru-
ment. His oldest ohild, Ella, 22
yeara old, who was blind, attracted
by the noise, was groping her way
in the hallway downstairs when her
fatber started from the floor above,
and dropping the ax he seized a re-
volver and shot the girl, though she
Ia atill alive.

Another daughter, Villa, 17 years
old, was struck by a bullet and was
mortally wounded. Roberis next
went back to his room. His wile was
atill allve and he again attacked her
with the ax. He then turned his
pistol on himself.

Mrs. Roberts, the gon and youngor
daughter were alive when the pollice
reached the scene. They were re-
moved to the city hospital, but Mrs.
Roberts died within a few minutes
Tho other two are not expected to
lve.

Roberts fell from a ladder five
monthe ago and injured his spine,
Since then he has been out of em-
ployment and he gréw more despon-
dent every day. To a neighbor, Rob-
erts remarked that he would be
“bettor off doad."

CALIFORNIA
SENDS BOYS
0GALLOWS

Youths Who Committed At-
rocious Crimes Are Hanged
at Folsom and San Queatin,
One Being 19, Other 20

(By.Un!ted Press Leased Wire.)

San Quentin, Cal,, Nov. 5.—Louls
Bundy died “game" on the San Quen-
tin scaflold today, answering to the
state for his murder of a messenger
boy at Los Angeles, never faltering
even for a moment.

At 10:10 o'clock the trap was
sprung by unseen hands, Three
knives silmultaneously slashed three
ropes, one of which released the trap.
Thirteen minutes later the boy's limp
body was officially pronounced dead.

“I have done wrong,” his state-
ment to his confessor sald, “and I
am sorry for it. I had hoped that
the law would see a way to let me

' | have a chance, because 1 would have

liked to show the world what I could
do. I had hopes and aspirations the
same as any one, but since the law
must be carrled out I aceept and
place myself in the hands of God.

“I leave the world without bitter-
Inogs o= enmjty toward any one, and
I ask the forgiveness of everybody 1
have wronged, and I forgive every-
ot

The prayers of 200 convicts went
out with the lad's life. In the most
unique service in prison annals, they
joined with Father Brady this fore-
noon in beseeching repose for his
soul.

Tears were shed for him by hard.
ened criminals, In whom sympathy
seemed dead. All Intoned the priest’s
words after him. Then, in silence,
they marched back to their cells
while the officials went about the
task of swinging Bundy into eternity.

Bundy, a high school student and
athlete, murdered the Zieche boy
December 19, 1913, to get money
with which to buy a Christmas pres-
ent for a girl. An axe handle and
rock were used by Bundy in com-
mitting the murder,

Bundy telephoned to a drug store
ordering a bottle of magnesia and
directed that the boy who brought
it should bring change for a $20
gold plece. Bundy gave an address
which proved to be a vacant house.

After telephoning, he walked to-
ward the drug store and saw the boy,
Zieche, leave. Zieche, riding a bi-
eycle, caunght up with Bundy, with
whom he was acquainted. They
went along together until they reach-
ed the address given by Bundy. Then
the mesgenger boy lald down his
bike and was about to proceed to-
ward the house when Bundy, drawing
a sawed-off axe handle from un
his coat, struck the boy over the
head. Zieche yelled and Bun‘y
struck him again. Then, taking the
boy in his arms, he threw him ipto
a gully. The boy continued to moan
and Bundy, selzing a rock, crushed
his skull.
